loose

a n d should not 
be tolerated. 
The St. Louis new spaper s a y s : 
“ Upon 
w hat 
docum ent he bases 
this claim does nut ap p ear, although 
he re fers vaguely to H ague coin c a ­ 
tions. No one but himself, assum ing 
that he nds foundation fo r his views 
in The H ague agreem ents, seems to 
be able to discover any such obli­ 
gation therein, 
it is true th a t the 
convention of 1907 
declared 
that 
‘The territo ry of a n eu tral pow er is 
inviolable’ and that ‘Belligerents are 
forbidden to move troops or convoys 
wlieiher of m unitions of w ar or of 
supplies, acro ss the

agreem ent fo r the enforcem ent of 
these provisions, and no u n d e rsta n d ­

Thfe St. Louis Globe-Democrat

The' 
iolonel has said repeatedly—always 
without contradiction that the Unit- 
ed States is under covenant to fight 
for the neutrality of Belgium. The 
Jlobe-Demoeratie reminds him that 
s nothing more or less than loose 
;alk and should not be tolerated. 
The St. Louis newspaper says: 


"Upon what document he bases 


his claim does not appear, although 
he refers vaguely to Hague conven- 
tions..^ one but himself, assuming 
;hat he nds foundation for his views 
in The Hague agreements, seems to 
>e able to discover any such obli- 
gation therein. It is true that the 
invention of -1907 declared 
that 


The territory of a neutral power is 
inviolable*- ana that 'Belligerents are 
forbidden to move troops or convoys 
whether of munitions of war or of 
supplies, across the territory of a 
neutral power,' but there was no 
agreement for the enforcement of 
these provisions, and no understand- 
ing that the signatory powers, or 
any of them, should come to the aid 
of the country whose neutrality 
might be so violated. 
The Hague 


conventions are not police regula- 
tions, but declarations of principles. 
They have the force 'of international 
law as standards of relation between 
nations, but that the violation of 
any one of the articles, or 
of all 


of them, would bring the powers to 
aims in their defense was

thought of." 


Delay is Apparant 


Commercial interests in the United 


States have been awaiting with some 
concern America's answer to Great 
Britian's long delayed defense of 
her "order-incouncil," which 
has 


born so heavily against American in* 
dustry and trade, and it is pointed 
out now that the new British attack 
on cotton will necessitate 
the re- 


drafting of the note. 


But, 
as a high official remarks, 


"as the note has not yet been draft- 
ed, it cannot very well be redraft- 
ed." 


Business interests are manifesting 


impatience. They cannot understand 
why diplomatic 
discussions 
with 


Great Britian proceed so slowly; 
while no time is lost on either side 
in interchanges 
between America 


and Germany. 


In this connection Prof. George 


W. Kirehwey, dean 
of the 
Law 


Schdol of Columbia University, one 
of the foremost authorities on in- 
ternational law, has come out with 


notable statement. He says: 
"Germany will not give up her ir- 


regular submarine warfare 
until 


England relinquishes her irregular 
blockade. England and Germany are 
deadlocked oh this question, and ,we 
are caught in the deadlock. 


The only way out of the situation 


which is constantly growing worse 
is a league of netral nations. With- 
in two weeks such a union could es- 
tablish lines beyond which belliger- 
ents must not go." 


While the people of this country
